Two guiding principles for a 
durable world peace were outlined 
to the AWS in their assembly yes- 
terday noon by Mrs. Mary A.

The two rules upon which 
America must base its future as 
related by Mrs. Dingman were “if 
you can’t change things by war, 
you can find another way _ to 
change them,” and ‘“do.ahead of 
time what you will have to do 
later by force.” 

“We now stand at a period in 
history in which the freedom of 
the people of America and the 
world are threatened, and we must 
realize our situation in order that 
we may know better how to over- 
come the forces and how to pre- 
vent such an occurrence again,” 
was the keynote of the secretary’s 
speech.

Story 


To those who know the story of John 
i. McCoy, his appointment as new direc- 
tor and dean of jaysee is not phenomenal. 
It is the direct result of unwavering 
loyalty and unceasing initiative. It is the 
age-old “home town boy makes good” 
yarn. : 

Mr. McCoy’s name is interwoven with 
.jaysee’s history. He was student body 
president of the class of ’24. He was one 
of the four people who originated and 
struggled to preserve the Junior College 
News, the predecessor of El Don more 
than 18 years ago. 

In 1933 he came back to jaysee to head 
the journalism department, and his suc- 
cess can be measured in part by the num- 
ber of national honors the college pub- 
lication has garnered under his direction. 
His next step up was in 1936 when he 
received the title of assistant director, and 
was put in charge of public relations. 

His story reflects more than a willing- 
ness to work. It shows an intense interest 
in Santa Ana Junior college. Indeed, his 
part in the futile campaign for a new jay- 
see plant was a large one, and has been 
modified, we can be sure, only for the 
duration of the war. 

For obvious reasons the appointment 
of Mr. McCoy holds a special significance 
for El Don, but the significance goes 
deeper than professional alliance—it is 
but a reflection of the loyalty that will be 
found among all with whom he associates. 


Exit, the Don 


In spite of the fact that it was losing 
money, a lot of people are sorry to see 
the Don cafe go out of business. 

Indeed, to many there are a lot of 
pleasant memories connected with the 
eatery. For nearly eight years it has been 
a sort of information center on campus 
activities. Those who were here last year, 
or in the six years previous will recall 
that the place was more or less of a tra- 
ditional hangout. 


And there are the multitude of col- 
legians to whom the Don has meant par- 
tial subsistence during their stay here, 
for it was operated each year by a staff 
of students. 

But the Don had to go. It was not pa- 
tronized by the majority of collegians. It 
was losing money for the Associated stu- 
dents. The fact that it represented a tra- 
ditional landmark was not sufficient to 
justify its existence.

Student Finance 


Concentrated college programs design- 
ed to shorten the time for graduation have 
brought forth a new problem in student 
finances. 


In order to turn out degrees in the short- 
ened period, a college must continue in 
operation throughout the summer months, 
which prohibits students utilizing that 
lucrative period for earning finances for 
the following year. 

Inasmuch as it is estimated that nearly 
70 per cent of America’s collegians are 
partially dependent on summer incomes, 
the problem promises to become acute: 
Unless some method of loan-financing is 
adopted, colleges are going to be faced 
with a drastic drop in enrollment, and the 
very purpose of the concentration will be 
‘thwarted by the act itself. 

To top off the already threatened cut 
in student earning power, government 
officials are. considering curtailment of 
NYA expenditures. We can not see the 
logic of such action. 

If collegians are going to attempt to 
follow the concentrated schedule, every 
resource of income that is: available to 
students must be used. It is true that the 
relief expenditures will add to taxes, but 
the training that may be made possible by 
this financing will save time and money 
when such students go into army service. 

There are expenditures absolutely un- 
necessary for the defense effort that can 
be cut before NYA goes under the ax.
